Priority

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Claims 1,2,6,7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being antcipated by 
Leblebicioglu(US 5,369,376). 

The reference by Leblebicioglu discloses a MFM type demodulator, see figure 4, where 
the output of the data sync is recovered using the PLL structure. The PLL has a phase 
detector(48), loop filter(49) , and VCO with programmable gain control that inherently 
allows for a programmable transconductance, that is. there is a measureable ratio of 
current (at the output) to the voltage ( at the input ). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
